AN ACT to consolidate all acts now in force for the government
and mansgement of the State Prison, and to amend the same.

The peeple: of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. The State Prison at Waupun, in the
county of Dodge, shall be the general penitentiary and
prison of the state of Wisconsin, for the reformation,
as well as the punishment of offenders, in which shall
be confined, employed at hard labor, and governed in
the manner hereinafter directed, all offenders who have
been committed and sentenced accordiag to law to the
punishment of- solitary imprisonment, or imprisonment

" therein at hard labor.

The organization of the State Prison shall
consist of one commissioner, who shall be known and
